Tbe REPUBLICAN is in receipt of an 


interesting letter from Caleb Hedges, a 
former resident of Friends Creek town- 
ship. He is now a resident of Colby, 
Kansas. He says: 


"1 struck this country in a bad time. 


Have not raised anything until this last 
year. The two first years got nothing 
at all. This year got some wheat and 
some corn and fine potatoes and cane 
and so on. There is plenty here this 
year to do in the country, and cheap at 
that. 
Wheat 35 to 45c per bushel, corn 20 to 


to 25c, oats 20c, barley 20c, potatoes, lots 
of them at 20 to 30c, fine as 1 ever saw: 
lots of them, lota of the finest onions I 
ever saw. This country is all right but 
we struck it the worst time in the hist- 
ory of the country. The land is goi.d, 
the climate is fine, water is fine. I have 
the best health 1 ever had in all my life. 
Would not give my health for the best 
farm in Illinois. Feel like a new man. 
Can go from morning until niuht with- 
out 
getting 
tired 
at all. Have 


worked all summer and fall. 
Have 


no aches or pains as I have in 111! 
nois. I have put in 80 acres of fall wheat 
all myself, and will put out 100 of spring 
wheat and eome oats and barley; will do 
it all myself. I am 72 years old, but am 
younger than 1 was at 40 in feelings, and 
can do more work. I do not want to 
come back. Still it is hard to live three 
years on one one half crop. We have 
plenty to oat, live well and enjoy eating. 
This couutry is all right; the trouble is, 
it did not rain to soak the ground the 
first two years and not till late this last 
year. This country has raised good 
crops of everything, and will again. The 
ground is in fine condition Ibis fall for 
seeding, and we think our hard luck 
will change. Bain is all we want, and 
we will get it again. We have had no 
storm nor wind. It snowed about four 
inches. It lay all over the ground; went 
off in a day or two, and has been fine. 
People go about in their shirt sleeves. 
There has been no feeding of stock yet, 
and cattle are fat. This is all this time.

road commission of that state to assess 
the property of tKe Yazoo & Mississippi 
railroad for taxes from 1885 to 1891 in- 
clusive. The suit was brought by the 
state revenue agent and involves several 
hundred dollars. The property now be- 
longs to the Illinois Central railroad. 
The case will be appealed to Vit> United 
States supreme court.

A big 
crowd gathered around McKinney in a 
few moments, all curious to know what 
had happened. 
The uniformed man 


proved to be a coachman, who with 
three other men came across 'the street 
to Sara's rescue at the first cry. 


McKinney was told by a man in tie 


crowd that he was a lucky chap, fcr 
usually when Chicago thieves go after a 
man they slug him and go through him 
in a few seconds, leaving the subject of 
the attack dead or dying. The same 
party stated that there are no less than 
35,000 families in Chicago without 
homes, and that desperation and want 
can be seen on every street, especially in 
the dark corners where the unwary may 
be found to become victims of assault 
and pillage in the dark. 


The attack on Mr. McKinney was but 
ne of many such incidents in tie 
istory of all great cities. 
In the eanre 


ocality not long ago an aged colored 
man nearly lost his life. 
He was a 


tranger in the city, and sought informa- 
ion from a young colored man, who led 
he old gentleman off State street under 
he elevated road, where a companion 
oined him, and both beat the old man 
Within an inch of his life, rifling his 
measly old satchel of its contents and 
aking the few dollars he had in his 
rockets.

In Oak'ey township Wednesday aftor- 


doon Jamee Burley, aged 83 years, pawed 
away in death. 
Deceased »«• the 


father of W.C. Burtojr, steward of the 
Macon county poor farm, and had lived 
in the county for many yeara. He was 
born in Adams county, O., Oct. 17, 1812, 
and remained there until 1830, when he 
came west with a family moving to Illi- 
nois. He lived one year in Marshall 
county and from there he went to tbe 
lead mines at Galena. 
The same year 


he enlisted in the Black Uawk war and 
remained in the service until the close. 
He served undor Capt De Long, in Col. 
Dodge's regiment,andatthe close of the 
war he returned to the lead mines at 
Qalena and remained for five years. 
Then he removed to Green county and 
engaged in farming until 1852, when he 
moved to Madison county and remained 
until 1865, in which year he came to 
Macon county. In 1871, he purchased a 
farm in Oakley township, where he has 
since resided. The deceased was married 
October 22,1843, to Miss Mary Crull and 
to the couple there were born six chil- 
dren, three of whom with their mother, 
survive him. They are, George N., a 
photographer at Springfield; W. C., the 
steward at the poor farm, and D. J. 
Burley, who still lives in Oakley town- 
ship. Mr. Burley was an old time Whig. 
He cast his Brut vote for Hugh L. White. 
In 1852 he voted for John P. Hale, the 
abolition candidate, and waa one of the 
original free soil ere who opponed the ex 
tension of slavery into the territories. 
In 1856 he voted for John C. Fremont 
and continued to vote (the Republican 
ticket until 1876, when he voted for the 
Prohibition candidate for the preai 
•dency. For forty years he was a staunch 
advocate of temperance'. Mr. Burley 
was high'y respected in the community 
ia which he lived and by all the people 
who knew him.

a. m. and the burial will be in the Dun- 
kard cemetery near Oakley.
